Sub: Establishing of ‘Challenge Fund’ scheme for Departments and Organizations in the Government, which come 
out with innovative and cost effective projects-reg. 

Government Order No. DPAR 92 AAR 2009, Bangalore, Dated : 8 lh July 2010 
In the State Budget of 2009-10 an announcement was made establishing a “Challenge Fund” of Rs. 10.00 crores (Rupees 
Ten crores only) for Departments and Organizations in the Government, which come out with innovative and cost effective projects. 
A small component of the Challenge Fund would be provided for the purpose of recognition of award to the individual. Team or the 
Organization, who successfully float pilot projects, found to be useful for scaling up. The Cabinet has approved the said scheme on 
28-01 -2010. Accordingly, the following guidelines are formulated. 

Objective of the Scheme: 

The objective of the Challenge Fund is to support innovative ideas of technology through implementation of scalable pilot 
projects, for achieving any of the following goals, from individual Government Officers/Officials/Team of Government Officers and 
Officials/and from Government Organization. 

a) Improving quality of existing services. 

b) Reduction in cost of providing services. 

c) Introducing a new public service for convenience of the people 

d) improving Administration/Governance. 

e) Improving collection of revenues or providing of new source of revenue of Government. 

f) Invite innovative ideas or technology through implementation of scalable pilot projects. 

Scope of the Scheme: 

The proposal should involve an innovative idea or technology. The Challenge Fund would only meet the cost of 
implementing the idea or the technology on a pilot scale for demonstration. The proposal should clearly state the performance 
parameters that would be improved and the mechanism for monitoring those parameters. While the proposal can be initiated at any 
level, only such proposals would be considered which are amenable for sustainability and which can be replicated on a larger scale 
through a competitive procurement process. The proposal should establish feasibility of scaling up of the project and vendor neutral 
technology. Vendor driven proposals should be discouraged. 

The structure of the proposal shall be as follows: 

1. Concise structure of proposal in brief. 

2. To which of the objective specified in para (2) of the guideline does the proposal relate. 

3. In what manner is the proposal vendor neutral. 

4. List out the performance parameters indicating the baseline of the scheme, and how it will be measured. 

5. State the method of scalability of the proposal. 

6. Is exemption under KTPP Act required or not. If required, reasons to be provided. 

7. Arrangements proposed for third party evaluation of the proposal. 

8. Cost of the proposal. 

9. Administrative structure for implementation (being a pilot project, creation of staff would not be expected). 

10. Implementation of the projects shall be through concerned Government Departments/Government agencies only. 

(The details in this behalf are enclosed in Annexure-2 for information) 

The pilot project proposals will be considered by the Empowered Committee under the following categories. 

1. Individual Officer/Official 

2. Team and 

3. Organization. 
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On the recommendations of the Empowered Committee, Finance Department shall seek approval for exemption from 
KTPP Act, if required, and DPAR (Service Rules) would provide exemption from Karnataka Civil Service (Conduct Rules) if required, 
to the pilot projects. 

Nominating authorities: 

The proposal emanating at any level may be sent to Department of Personnel and Administrative Reforms (Administrative 
Reforms) with the recommendations of the Principal Secretary/ Secretary to Government of the concerned department and Plead of 
Departments. 

Processing of nominations: 

As an approval mechanism, an Empowered Committee is hereby constituted under the Chairmanship of the Chief

The evaluation of the success of the pilot project could be done by an independent agency, as recommended by the 
empowered Committee, before any scaling up is considered. The expenditure requried for the implementation of the pilot project 
shall be approved by the Empowered Committee and the same will be met out of the funds allocated under Challenge Fund 
scheme. The implementation of the pilot projects shall be monitored by the concerned Administrative Department and reports in this 
behalf may be forwarded to Principal Secretary to Government, DPAR-AR along with the recommendations of the Principal 
Secretary/Secretary of the concerned department. 

The Award: 

The awards under the scheme will be conferred on the recommendations of the Empowered Committee. These awards 
will be conferred only after the successful implementation of the achievements and objectives of the pilot project and not prior to 
that. All serving officers of the State Government, either individually or as a team, or as an organization are eligible for the awards. 
Under team/organization, the nominated members should have been actively and directly involved in the initiative. A maximum of 15 
awards would be given under the scheme, that is five awards each for individual, team and organization categories respectively. 
The award would carry with it: 

i) A certificate 

ii) A cash award 

In the individual category, the award amount would be Rs. 1 Lakh (Rupee one Lakh only). In case of team, the total award 
would be Rs. 5 Lakhs (Rupees five Lakhs only) subject to a maximum of Rs. 1 Lakh (Rupees one Lakh only) per member (if the 
number of members in the team exceeds five, then the award amount should be equally distributed among all the members). The 
award amount for an organization would be Rs. 10 Lakhs (Rupees Ten Lakhs only). 

Allocation of funds:

Preamble : 

The Principal Chief Conservator of Forests, Bangalore vide his letter dated : 4-4-1995 read at (1) above has submitted the 
proposal to obtain the approval of Government of India under Section 2 of the Forest (Conservation) Act, 1980 for diversion 10.20 
ha. of forest land in Kudrekanive SF, Hosadurga Range of Chitradurga Division for mining manganese ore in favour of M/s 
Jayalakshmi Minerals, for a period of 10 years, subject to the certain conditions. 

The proposal of Principal Chief Conservator of Forests was recommended to Government of India, Ministry of Environment 
and Forests, Regional Office, Bangalore vide State Government letter dated 20-7-1995 read at (2) above seeking prior approval of 
Government of India under section 2 of Forests (Conservation) Act, 1980. 

The Government of India, Ministry of Environment and Forests, Regional office, Bangalore vide their letter dated 25-1-2007 
read at (3) above has given its approval in Principle (Stage-1) for diversion of 10.20 ha. of forest land subject to fulfillment of certain 
conditions and the same was communicated to the Principal Chief Conservator of Forests, Bangalore for compliance. 

The Principal Chief Conservator of Forests, Bangalore vide his letters dated : 29-8-2008 and 25-5-2009 furnished the 
compliance report read at (4) above and the same has been sent to Government of India vide State Government letter dated : 7-9- 
2009 read at (5) above. 

Finally Government of India Ministry of Environment and Forests, Regional Office, South Zone, Bangalore vide its letter 
dated 17-6-2010 read at (6) above has conveyed its final approval (Stage-11) under Section 2 of the Forest (Conservation) Act, 1980 
for diversion of 10.20 ha. of forest land in Kudrekanive SF, Flosadurga Range of Chitradurga Division for mining lease in favour of 
M/s Jayalakshmi Minerals, for a period of 10 years, subject to the certain conditions. 

The proposal has been examined in detail and hence the Order. 

Government Order No. : FEE 39 FFM 2007, Bangalore, Dated : 8-7-2010 
In the circumstances explained above, Government are pleased to accord sanction under Section 2 of the Forest 
(Conservation) Act, 1980 for diversion of 10.20 ha. of forest land in Kudrekanive SF, Flosadurga Range of Chitradurga Division for 
mining manganese ore in favour of M/s Jayalakshmi Minerals, for a period of 10 years, subject to the following conditions :- 

1. The legal Status of the forest land shall remain unchanged. 

2. The demarcation of mining lease will be done on the ground using four feet high reinforced concrete pillars with serial 
numbers, forward and back bearings and distance from pillar to pillar recorded on the pillars at the cost of user agency. 
GPS readings for the mine area shall be taken and recorded by the Forest Department. 

3. The compensatory afforestation shall be raised over 10.20 ha. identified non-forest land in Sy. No. 88 of Sheeranakatte 
village of Hosadurga taluk, Chitradurga District at the cost of user agency. The State Government shall obtain prior 
permission of Central Government for change of location and schedule of compensatory afforestation, if any. 
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4. Non forest land for compensatory afforestation shall be notified by the State Government as P.F./R.F. and Nodal Officer 
(FCA) shall report the compliance within 6 months. 

5. The additional amount of the Net Present Value (NPV) of the diverted forest land if any, due as per the orders of the 
Plon’ble Supreme Court dated : 28-3-2008 and 9-5-2008 in IA Nos. 826 in 566 with related lA’s in W.P. (Civil) No. 
202/1995 shall be realized from the user agency and transferred to Ad-hoc CAMPA in account number CA-1582 of 
Corporation Bank, Block-ll, CGO Complex, Phase-1, Lodhi Road, New Delhi-110003 under intimation to the Government 
of India. 

6. The State Government shall maintain area upto 7.5 mts. As safety zone all along the boundary and will also raise and 
maintain the plantation over an area, one and half times of the extent of the safety zone in degraded forest land 
elsewhere at the project cost. 

7. The mining activity in the forest area shall be carried out as per the approved mining plan 

8. No new construction of buildings for any purpose will be taken up in the forest area diverted for the project. 

9. The user agency shall obtain environmental clearance under the Environment (Protection) Act, 1986. 

10. The Consent of State Pollution Control Board (SPCB) shall be obtained under Air and Water Act before commencement 
of mining operation and it shall be renewed every year. 

11. No. labour camps shall be established on the leased/diverted forest land. 

12. Sufficient firewood shall be provided by the user agency to the laboureres at the project cost after purchase from the 
State Forest Department/Forest Development Corporation. 

13. Reclamation plan shall be executed by the user agency from the very first year of mining and an annual report shall be 
sent to the Nodal Officer and the Regional Office, Bangalore. 

14. The user agency shall protect the top soil at the project cost. 

15. The user agency shall ensure that there should be no damage to the wildlife. 

16. A comprehensive monitoring shall be done at the end of five years to study the impact of mining on the surrounding flora 

and faun a and its watershed. If it is found that the lessee has violated or is not complying with the stipulated conditions, 

then the approval given under the Forest (Conservation) Act, 1980 shall be revoked. 

17. The total forest area utilized for the project shall not exceed 10.20 ha. In case the land is not taken over by the user 
agency or the same is not used for the stipulated purpose within a period of two years, then the area shall be taken back 
by the Forest Department. 

18. Compensatory Afforestation shall be raised for at the cost of user agency over equivalent non forest land at the rate of 
prevailing rate, (at present Rs. 94,000/- per ha. vide G.O. No. FEE 242 FAP 09, dated : 8-1-2010). 

19. The leassee shall pay usual lease rent and supervision charges. 

20. The company shall protect and nurture the natural growth in the area, and shall undertake to protect rigidly. 

21. The Company shall not cut the trees without prior permission of the Forest Department and all material derived from 
permitted fellings shall be handed over to Forest Department under cover or receipt. 

22. Transportation of ore shall be strictly as per transit rules of Karnataka Forest Rules. 

23. The Company shall pay royalty, taxes, as per prevailing rates of the Government from time to time, before obtaining 
permit from the Forest Department. 

24. The Company shall execute the agreement with the Department agreeing to abide by usual terms and conditions 
including afforestation works necessitated for the safety of the area. 

25. The lessee shall take up planting work on the static dumps during the advance mining operations. 

26. The lessee shall undertake the afforestation works in other blank areas of the leased area. 

27. The Lessee shall carry out soil and water conservation measures as suggested by the Forest Department. 

28. The lessee shall deposit the necessary amount for the construction of retaining wall joining hillocks as a part of soil 
conservation measures. 

29. In case of violation of any of the agreement conditions, Forest Department shall have the right to suspend the work. 

30. Any other conditions to be imposed by the Government of India/Government of Karnataka and Principal Chief 
Conservator of Forest will have to be abided by the lessee.

Sub:- Revision of Pension, Family Pension and Allowances to the retired Judicial Officers of the State 
Implementation of the recommendations of One Man Commission headed by Hon'ble Mr. Justice 
E. Padmanabhan (Retd) -Order reg.

PREAMBLE: 

The Hon'ble Supreme Court of India accepted the report of Justice E. Padmanabhan Commission concerned and directed 
the States to implement the said Commission Report on the Revised Pensionary Benefits and allowances and to pay the arrears 
from 1-1-2006. The Hon'ble Supreme Court pre-emptorily gave 1-3-2011 as the cut-off date by which payment shall have to be 
made, including arrears. 

Pensioners are of three categories viz., 

i) Officers who have retired earlier to 1 -1 -2006 (Past Pensioners) 

ii) Officers who have retired on or after 1 -1 -2006 

iii) Family Pensioners 

The matter has been examined by the Government and hence the following Orders:- 

ORDER NO.LAW 147 LAC 2009, BANGALORE, DATED 30 th SEPTEMBER 2010 

The Government in pursuance of the orders of the Hon'ble Supreme Court, hereby accord sanction to implement the 
recommendations of Justice E. Padmanabhan Commission, so far as Pensionary Benefits and allowances stated herein below 
are concerned, in respect of Retired Judicial Officers and family pensioners of the State:- 

PART-I 

PAST PENSIONERS 

(Officers who have retired earlier to 1-1-2006) 

The following benefits are admissible effective from 1-1-2006:- 

PENSION 

(a) Revised Pension of the Retd. Judicial Officers shall be 50% of the minimum pay of the post held at the time of 
retirement in the revised pay scale as shown in the Table mentioned in Part-VI. 

(b) There shall not be any ceiling limit on the maximum pension payable. 
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PART-11 

Officers who have retired after 1-1-2006 

Qualifying years of service:- 

(a) Qualifying years of service has been slashed down from 33 years to 20 years to get full pension w.e.f. 2-9-2008. 

(b) The qualifying service for pension in respect of officers who have retired between 1-1-2006 and 1-9-2008 will be 
calculated as per the existing rules. 

D. C.R.G.:- 

The ceiling limit of DCRG is enhanced from Rs.3.5 lakhs to Rs.10 lakhs w.e.f. 01.01.2006 as recommended by 
Padmanabhan Commission. 


PART-III 

FAMILY PENSIONERS 

(A) The revision of family pension shall come into effect from 1-1-2006 and will be applicable to the Family Pensioners 
who are drawing Pension prior to 1 -1 -2006. 

(i) Family Pension shall be revised and refixed at 30 percent of the minimum pay of the pay scale of the post held by the 

Judicial Officer at the time of his retirement or death in the revised pay scale. 

(ii) Domestic FHelp Allowance of Rs.1,000/- p.m. 

(iii) Medical Allowance at Rs.750/- p.m. 

(B) The revision of family pension in respect of officers who have retired or died on or after 1-1-2006 shall be as follows:- 

i) Family Pension shall be revised and refixed at 30 percent of the last pay drawn. 

ii) Domestic FHelp Allowance of Rs.1,000/- p.m. 

iii) Medical Allowance at Rs.750/- p.m. 


PART-IV 

The past pensioners and family pensioners who have completed 80 years of age and above are entitled to additional quantum 
of pension on par with Central Government employees and it shall be as follows:-_ 


Age of Family Pensioner/ 

Past Pensioners 

Additional quantum of pension 

From 80 years to less than 85 years 

20% of revised Basic/ family pension 

From 85 years to less than 90 years 

30% of revised Basic/family pension 

From 90 years to less than 95 years 

40% of revised Basic/family pension 

From 95 years to less than 100 years 

50% of revised Basic/family pension 

100 years or more 

100% of revised Basic/family pension 


PART -V 

All Pensioners with effect from 1-1-2006 shall get the following benefits:- 

(i) Monthly Medical Allowance 

They are entitled to get Rs.1,500/- p.m. along with monthly pension. 

(ii) Domestic Flelp Allowance 

They are entitled to get Rs.2,500/- p.m. through the Principal District Judge within whose jurisdiction they have settled, on 
production of a certificate of having engaged Domestic Servant. 


PART-VI 


Dearness Allowance:- 

(i) All Pensioners/Family Pensioners are entitled to Dearness Allowance at the rates applicable to the serving 
Judicial Officers. 

(ii) The revised pay scale is as per G.O. No.LAW 147 LAC 2009 dated 24-6-2010 as shown in the Table below. 

(iii) The arrears of all the above benefits shall be payable before 31 st March 2011 as directed by Flon’ble Supreme 
Court. 

(iv) In the event of death of pensioner or family pensioner, the arrears of revised pension/family pension together 
with dearness allowance shall be paid to legal heirs. 

(v) The increase in pension/family pension under these orders shall be paid to the pensioners/family pension holders 
by the Treasury Officer without any authorisation from the Accountant General.
